THE REPORT. 


Mr, Wat Lecya Sano presided and made 
a brief introductory speech, following. 
which the Principal of the Tutorial 
Tnstitute (Mr. N. H. Fok, B.S.0,) read 
the school report: which showed that a 
year of progress had been made. 

His report-read _as.under:— ot 
Although the Institute. has been in. 
this is the first 
public report made by this institution. 
Until September, ..19%4, the school’ was 
confined to two flats in Caine Road with 
only two classes, one preparing for the 
Matriculation and Senor Local Exami- 
nitions. and the other. for ‘the Junior 
Local Examination of the University of 
Hongkong. The number of students then, 
was up.to the limit, namely 66. Upon re- 
péated requests ' a Junior School was 
started in September, 1924. with four 
floors in Nos. 9 and 16, Wing Wa Terrace, 
Hospital Road, Within n week. 96 boys 
were enrolled in the various classes from 
3to 7; Altogether, the Institute had then 
At the beginning of the 
school year, 1993, the Junior School was. 
removed to Nos, -He and 44p, now 74 and 

76, Caine Road. The number of students | 
remained the same, but with the opening 
of the new term after the Chinese New 
Year, the -number showed a great and 
suddon ‘iner¢ase, and in March the In- 
stitute had 295-students. These were 
divided into nine classes, accommodated 
in & floors and taught by 14 teachers. Tt 
is to be regretted that this number conld 
only be kent up’to'20 Pune. -Upon the 
requests of. the Guardians and parents 
of many of the students, the Institute 
broke up for the Summer holidays four 
weeks before the scheduled fime, andl 
when it. was open in August the number 
dE boys on the roll dropped slightly, in 
common with other schools in Hongkong. 

In December, five candidates including : 
one girl sat for the Matriculation Exn- 
mination of the’ University’sf Hongkong. 
and two passed; eleven sat for the Junior 
Local and two passed, with distine- 
tion in Book-keeping, while five just’ 
failed by a narrow margin; otherwise the 
results would have been quite satisfac- 
tory. More candidates would. have pre- 
sented themselves and a better result ob- 
tained at, the “Hongkong University 
Examination .had normal’ conditions pre- 
vailed. 

In November. the School. held its An- 
nual Examination. npon_the passing. of 
which promotion depends, The results 
were most satisfactory. F

Thus, if those still at mthsalipuisied 
their “studies diligently, with preaever- 
ance and application, they.. were prepar- 
ing ‘themselves. ta. to. become useful citizens 
and were disci ing the résponsibilities 
laid upon ‘them. *Such was the right path

of Patriotism that the students there’ that | 
evening and ‘students generally’ should | 
tread. 

In conclusion. Mr. Kotswall. suid that 
rhe was not implying that all the students 
of Hongkong had the: iden -that they 
should interfere in politics.

The tendency in more recent times 
for students to be influenced by ‘mis- 
guided advice was, however, be thought, 
on the increase.

1996, that the Singanore Harhour Board

CUSTOMS TARIFE .CONFERENCE. 


In, October, 1923, the Customs Tariff 
Conferetice assembled in Peking. This 
Conference, is, of.course, the outcome of 
the Washington Treaty of 1922, the pro- 
visious of which, in this regard, are con- 
veniently eet forth ‘in the «speech hy 
Senator Underwood at. the Washiagton 
Conferencé, as follows:— :
